(CULTURAL RESOURCE TRAINING INITIATIVE) 


W. are beginning the fifth year of this initiative. The 
name of the Initiative has been changed to reflect our 
emphasis on the importance of partnerships. We anticipate 
underwriting a broad range of training activities, similar to 
what has been accomplished in FY 1991 - FY 1994. A sum- 
mary of activities funded under the 1994 Cultural Resource 
Training Initiative can be found in the Courier, Special 
Employee Development \ssue for 1994 and in CRM Volume 17 No. 
1, 1994. Proposals should not include NPS-only activities. 

Proposals for training activities that promote the objec- 
tives of Section 101 (j) of the National Historic Preservation 
Act Amendments of 1992 are encouraged. This legislation 
specifically calls for increasing preservation training oppor- 
tunities for other federal, state, tribal and local government 
workers, and students; technical or financial assistance, or 
both, to historically black colleges and universities, to tribal 
colleges, and to colleges with a high enrollment of Native 
Americans or Native Hawaiians. We strongly encourage you 
to develop your proposals in partnership with organizations 
that will reach the identified audiences. Previously funded 
activities have had cosponsors such as the National 
Conference of State Historic Preservation Officers, the 
National Trust for Historic Preservation, professional asso- 
ciations, training institutes, and academic institutions. 

Based upon the comments of past participants and past 
selection committees we have made severai changes to the 
FY 1995 application process effective with this round of 
applications: 

1) The maximum amount awarded will be $25,000 per 

training activity. 

2) Five copies of each final proposal must be submitted 

by the deadline. 

3) The new deadline is June 1, 1994. 

All applications will then be reviewed by a team consist- 
ing of NPS representatives from Employee Development 
Division, two regional offices, and WASO cultural resource 
divisions. We anticipate that selections will be 
announced on or shortly after July 15, 1994. Available 
funds will be transferred in late January 1995.
